PURCHASE FIRE APPARATUS 


Mr. Moderator and Citizens of the Town of Natick: 


Your Committee is pleased to make its final report of action 
under Article 21 of the Town Meeting of March 11, 1941, and Article 
4 of a Special Town Meeting of July 15, 1941, to purchase a pumping 
engine and a junior aerial ladder truck, respectively. 


On March 3, 1942, the 750-gallon Seagrave pumper was delivered. 
On March 20th there was conducted an acceptance test by the New 
England Fire Insurance Rating Association. The pumping engine 
met the requirements and was accepted for the Town by your Com- 
mittee and put in service at the Central Fire Station. 


The Junior Aerial Ladder Truck was delivered on June 20, 1942. 
Meeting with the approval of the Committee, it was accepted on 
June 25th and put in service at the Central Fire Station. 


It was demonstrated at a public exhibition at the St. Patrick’s 
Church Field Day on June 26th. 


With the delivery of these pieces of apparatus, we feel that the 
efficiency of the department should be greatly improved. 


The replacement of Engine 2 should be made immediately after 
the present emergency. This truck is now twenty-one years old. Its 
present condition is fair but we feel that no extensive repairs should 
be made, owing to its age. ; 


In conclusion the Committee wishes to thank the Finance Com- 
mittee for its foresight and co-operation and all others who have 
assisted them.

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REPORT OF RECREATIONAL FACILITIES 
COMMITTEE 


To the Special Town Planning Committee: 
Gentlemen: 


Relative to the so-called six year plan for the absorption of un- 
employment through needed public works the Committee for the 
Extension of Recreational Facilities has the following recommenda- 
tions to offer for your consideration. 


First: The completion of the grading and seeding of the football 
field at Memorial Park. The erection of concrete stands to seat 
4,000, and including below the stands, shower, locker, and dressing 
rooms for 100 people. The completion of the cinder running track as 
already laid out. The construction of a baseball field with backstop 
and infield so located that only the outfield of the baseball diamond 
would infringe on the football field. The construction of two tennis 
courts, enclosed by a ten foot chain link fence. The above would 
give Natick an athletic plant on a par with the one in Framingham. 


Second: The construction of tennis courts. Two at Coolidge 
Field—two on the so-called Pratt land in Felchville, which land would 
be acquired for this purpose—one on the West School playground— 
one on Hunnewell Field, South Natick and one at East Natick on a 
site to be selected. 


We have considered needs in the extension of recreational facil- 
ities in Natick. We have in mind that it may be advisable in the 
immediate future to consider the acquisition of land to fill a present 
need as a neighborhood playground and of sufficient size and so 
located with regard to present population and future growth that it 
may be available for possible school construction purposes. 


I have enclosed a statement of present and needed public recrea- 
tional facilities in Natick.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SAFETY 


To the Citizens of Natick: 


During the past year, the Committee on Public Safety has con- 
tinued to strengthen the preparations started in 1940 and 1941 to pre- 
pare for possible air raids and the damages that might be inflicted. 


Through appropriations made at the March, 1942, town meeting, 
the committee was able to obtain equipment considered essential for 
raid emergencies, especially in the matter of fire protection. Equip- 
ment was also procured for air raid wardens and auxiliary police 
members. A gas decontamination building has been prepared for use 
by the gas decontamination crews in the event of gas attacks. 


Close to 2,000 persons have been trained in first aid and war 
defense assignments. Numerous tests have been carried out during 
the year and the efficiency of the organization has brought commen- 
dations from regional and State headquarters. Surprise blackout 
tests also have found Natick prepared for quick mobilization of 
defense groups. 


The dimout regulations put into effect last fall by the Army have 
placed additional duties upon the wardens and auxiliary police who 
are required to see that the regulations are complied with by the 
residents, merchants and industrial concerns. 


The Report Centre is still manned 24 hours a day by men and 
women volunteers each of whom devotes two or more hours a week 
to maintaining a watch there. 


The Committee is cooperating with county representatives to 
promote the Nutrition-Garden-Conservation program during 1943 and 
the War Services Division, formerly known as the Women’s Division, 
has had much extra work placed under its direction by the OCD. 


Committee heaquarters were established during the year at the 
WPA office, 2 Pond Street, to centralize administrative work and 
also take advantage of WPA facilities made available through Spon- 
sors’ Agent Arthur C. Leavitt. 


The generous cooperation of the School Department and Supt. 
E. Davis Woodbury has made possible the use of several school 
buildings throughout the year for civilian defense instruction and 
meetings of various units. 


Because of the faithfulness of the various unit leaders and the 
wholehearted response of the townspeople to volunteer for defense 
assignments, we of the committee are convinced that Natick is pre- 
pared to combat any emergency that may arise. We are grateful for 
all the assistance that has been given us.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of 
the books and accounts of the Town of Natick for the period from 
October 23, 1938, the date of the previous audit, to August 27, 1941, 
and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing money for the Town or 
committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, and verified 
by comparison with the books of the Town Accountant and the 
Treasurer. 


The books and accounts in the Town Accountant’s office were 
examined and checked. The receipts as recorded on the ledger were 
checked with the records of the several departments making pay- 
ments to the Treasurer and with the Treasurer’s books, while the 
recorded payments were checked with the treasury warrants issued 
by the Selectmen. The appropriations as recorded on the ledger 
were checked with the Town Clerk’s records of town meetings. 


A trial balance was drawn off, the necessary adjusting entries 
resulting from the audit were made, and a balance sheet, which is 
appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition 
of the Town as of August 27, 1941. 


It was noted that a revenue deficit for the year 1940 amounting 
to $10,313.20 was charged to surplus revenue at the end of that year. 
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This deficit, which should have been provided for by the Assessors in 
1941, was due to the fact that the amount of estimated receipts used 
by the Assessors in the determination of the tax rate for 1940 was in 
excess of the actual receipts collected by $20,140.38. 


The books and accounts of the Town Treasurer were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed and compared 
with the records in the departments collecting money for the Town 
and with the other sources from which money was paid into the 
town treasury. The payments were checked with the Selectmen’s 
warrants authorizing the disbursements of town funds. The cash 
balance on August 27, 1941, was proved by reconciliation of the bank 
balances with statements furnished by the banks of deposit. 


The payments of maturing debt and interest were proved with 
the amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities on file. 


The records of tax titles held by the Town were examined and 
checked with the deeds on file. The amounts added to the tax title 
account were compared with the Collector’s records, the recorded 
redemptions were checked with the receipts as shown on the Treas- 
urer’s cash book, and the tax titles were listed, proved, and checked 
with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the Tax Collector were examined and 
checked. The tax accounts outstanding at the time of the previous 
examination, and all subsequent commitments of taxes and assess- 
ments, were audited and proved. 


The payments to the Treasurer by the Collector were checked to 
the Treasurer’s and the Town Accountant’s books, the abatements 
as recorded were compared with the Assessors’ record of abatements 
granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled 
with the Town Accountant’s ledger accounts. 


The outstanding accounts were further verified by sending 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books 
as owing money to the Town, and in response to these notices sev- 
eral replies were received from persons who claimed that their taxes 
had been paid but had not been credited on the Collector’s books. 
These claims were investigated and it was found that two items of 
receipt had not been entered on the books of the Collector. 


Due to many errors in the clerical work of the Collector’s office, 
it was necessary to check in detail all postings on the commitment 
books to the cash books, a procedure which materially increased the 
length and cost of the audit. 


It is recommended that all collections be entered in the cash 
books promptly from the stubs of receipted bills, with the date of 
payment and sufficient information thereon, in order that the com- 
mitment books may be posted from the cash books. Periodically 
the commitment book entries should be checked with the stubs of 
receipted bills. 


The Town Clerk’s records of sporting and dog licenses issued 
were examined, the payments to the State being verified by compari- 
son with the receipts on file and the payments to the Town Treas- 
urer being compared with the Treasurer’s cash book. 


The records of water and sewer charges were examined and 
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checked. The recorded collections were compared with the pay- 
ments to the Treasurer, the abatements were checked, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and reconciled with the Accountant’s 
ledger. 


The outstanding accounts were verified by mailing notices to a 
number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the Town, the replies received thereto indicating that the 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The cash balance on August 27, 1941, was verified by an actual 
count of the cash in the office and by a reconciliation of the bank 
balance with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The records and receipts of the Morse Institute and of the 
Young People’s Library from fines, rentals, and miscellaneous sales, 
were examined and checked, the payments to the Library Treasurer 
being verified and the cash on hand being proved by actual count. 


The accounts of the Library Treasurer were examined and 
checked. The securities and savings bank books representing the 
investment of trust funds of the Morse Institute were examined and 
the income and disbursements were checked and compared with the 
Treasurer’s books. 


The books and accounts of the Treasurer of Trustees of the 
Leonard Morse Hospital were examined and checked. The savings 
bank books representing the investment of the funds were examined, 
the income was proved and the disbursements were checked. The 
cash book kept at the hospital was analyzed and checked with the 
records of the Treasurer of Trustees, while the cash on hand was 
verified by actual count. 


The accounts of the Health, Public Welfare, and School Depart- 
ments, as well as of all other departments collecting money for the 
Town or committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, 
and reconciled with the Treasurer’s and the Accountant’s books. 


It is again recommended that the balance in the Junior High 
School Cafeteria Special Fund, which on December 31, 1941, 
amounted to $1,278.54, be paid over to the Town Treasurer. 


The securities and savings bank books representing the invest- 
ments of the Sewer Sinking Fund and the Trust Funds in the custody 
of the Town Treasurer and the Board of Public Welfare were ex- 
amined, the income being proved, and the disbursements being 
checked. 


An examination of the books and accounts of the Contributory 
Retirement system was made. The income and disbursements were 
proved, and the securities and savings bank books representing the 
investment of the funds were examined and listed. 


The surety bonds of the officials required by law to furnish 
them were examined and found to be in proper form. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing a reconciliation of the Town Treasurer’s and Tax 
Collector’s cash, together with summaries of the tax, assessment, tax 
title, departmental, and water accounts, as well as tables showing the 
condition and transactions of the various trust funds. 
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For the co-operation extended by the various town officials dur- 


ing the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and 


for myself, to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The year 1942 closed after one of the busiest years on record. 


January 5th, Judge Quinn requested use of High School Hall for 
registration of all male citizens between the ages of 20-44, who have 
not already registered. 


Thomas F. Bruneau, Sealer of Weights and Measures, appeared 
before the Board requesting a military substitute, as he was to enter 
the service of the United States. Thomas Shinkwin was appointed 
by the Selectmen to fill the Sealer’s Office, temporarily, but his name 
was refused by the Civil Service Commission on the grounds that an 
Ex-service man must be appointed, if one was available. The name 
of Farah C. Sununu was given as the only veteran eligible. 


Upon receipt of a telegram from Joseph B. Ely, Chairman of 
Mass. Tire Ration Board, requesting that a local Tire Rationing 
Board be appointed within twenty-four hours, the following were 
appointed: 


Richard L. Bennett, Chairman, 
Francis J. Murphy, 
Edward L. Condon. 

These names accepted and organized. 


A joint meeting of the School Committee and Selectmen accepted 
the name of Richard Potter, to fill the unexpired term of Harold 
Robinson, deceased. 


The Suburban Press received the contract for printing of Town 
Reports. The price was as follows: 

1425 copies at $3.55 per tabular page and $2.87 per regular page. 
There has been a steady reduction in the amount printed, as over 
one hundred books remain on hand. When the Town delivered them 
to the houses it took 3500. Now, that it is only possible to receive 
one on request, 1425 are plenty. 


A hearing was held on the re-location of Marion Street. Plans 
were presented by the Highway Department. All property owners 
agreed to sign off land damages. 


A hearing was held on the lay out of the following streets: 


Beverly Road Longfellow Road ’ 
Leland Road Euclid Road 
Abbott Road Melvin Road 


No betterment assessments were assessed because streets were 
acceptable to Planning Board as laid out. 


Ernest M. Webster, a veteran employed by the Public Works 
ie igo for many years, was granted retirement because of poor 
ealth.

The annual election was held and the following Selectmen were 
elected:

George H. Heinlein, 
George A. Casavant. 


C. Ray Bennett elected Chairman. Patrick E. O’Connor, who held 
the respect of the Board, as well as the Town, for the past six terms, 
was replaced by George A. Casavant. 


Mrs. Ruth H. Leavitt was appointed Registrar of Voters to 
replace Mr. Buffington who had held the office the customary two 
terms. 


Town Counsel. Edward P. Connolly presented his resignation 
because of military reasons. Mr. Robert S. Corrigan was appointed 
to fill his place. Mr. Connolly had served the Town as Counsel for 
six years and had always been ready and willing to give such advice 
as he was: called upon. 


Harry I. Cyphers was appointed Dog Officer for the coming 
year. 


Wilber Parcells re-appointed Disbursing Officer. 


Several meetings between the Board of Public Welfare, the 
Finance Board and the Board of Selectmen were held in regard to a 
request for an audit of the Welfare books. The Selectmen requested 
a delay in this audit as the State Auditors were at that time work- 
ing on the books and a report from them was expected in the near 
future. A majority of the Board of Public Welfare voted to have 
the Bingham Associates make a survey of the Welfare books at a 
cost of $1250.00. As there was not enough money available to pay 
cost of this report, a Special Town Meeting was held to raise the 
amount, namely $1250.00. 


A joint meeting of the Finance Board and Board of Selectmen 
was held in regard to the refusal of the Welfare Board to accept the 
Legislative Acts of 1941, Chapter 634, relative to Administration of 
Surplus Marketry and the Stamp Plan. A letter was received from 
Mr. Stalker, Director of Commodity Distribution in regard to closing 
Stamp Office. May Ist was set as the dead line for acceptance of 
his ruling. The Selectmen voted to take the Stamp Office over under 
their Department, as it meant a loss of over $20,000 to the Town in 
Surplus Commodities. This decision was accepted by the State and 
Government, so the Stamp Office was run under the Board of Select- 
men instead of the Welfare Department. 


In accordance with the vote of Town Meeting in March under 
Article 37, the Selectmen with the Town Treasurer voted to accept 
the offer of Franklin P. Harris of $3250.00 for the Property situated 
at 106 Pond Street. This was the highest bid received. 


A letter was received from Federal Works Agency, Public Works 
Reserve, asking that a Committee be appointed to formulate a pro- 
gram for future projects. The following were appointed: 


Edward Johnson Andrew Goodspeed 
Benjamin Sargent Alfred A. Maffeo 
Patrick E. O’Connor 


With deepest regret we learned of the death of Jesse Wight, 
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who for nearly a quarter of a century had served the Town as Tree 
Warden. We shall miss his visit at our Monday night meetings. 


Patrick A. Whalen was given a six months’ leave of absence from 
the Police Department and he will fill the unexpired term of Mr. 
Wight. Mr. Whalen at one time held the Tree Warden post and it 
is believed he could handle it to the credit of the Town. 


Farah Sununu’s provisional appointment as Sealer of Weights 
and Measures terminated and Mr. Shinkwin was appointed to the 
job, his mark being the only one high enough for appointment. 


The Board of Selectmen accepted an offer of $500.00 from Fred- 
erick N. Fowler, Agent for Henry W. Stevens, for a parcel of land 
located off Mill Street, West Natick. Land to be used to bring 
power wires to the Commonwealth Depot. The land was part of the 
Estate of Collins Morse, the proceeds to go into the Collins Morse 
Fund.

The Board of Selectmen received from the Bingham Associates 
their report on Natick Welfare Department. The report is on file 
at Selectmen’s Office. 


The names of J. Maloney, W. Ernest Colbath, Austin Fittz, W. 
Frank Connell and John Parmenter added to Ration Board. 


Mr. Carl Stillman and Patrick A. Whalen were appointed to 
serve on Memorial Park Committee. 


Retail Package Licenses were given to Kentucky Package Store, 
Fannon’s Liquor Store and Powers Package Store. 


Patrick E. O’Connor appointed to fill vacancy as Trustee of 
Leonard Morse Hospital, caused by the death of Dr. William Coch- 
ran. 


Food and clothing to the value of about $24,000.00 was received 
through Surplus Commodities, at a cost to the Town of about $4,000. 
Six dollars, to every one invested, is a proposition too good to drop. 


May we at this time thank the different Departments for their 
cooperation in making this a very successful year. 


81 Special Police Officers appointed. 


225 Auxiliary Police Men appointed. These men _ faithfully 
reported to all the calls received as well as their course in Special 
Training. 


The Ration Board cannot receive too much praise for the untir- 
ing efforts they have given a very thankless job. : Only the most 
patriotic could take the abuse that they have been compelled to 
receive and although it hits us all hard, after all, they do not make 
the rules, they only carry them out. 
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Mr. Keniston’s committee, as well as the Selective Service Board, 
have been very busy many nights and have done a fine job as usual. 


Mr. Arthur Leavitt, Chairman of the War Savings Committee, 
has received much praise from our State Director. His reports on 
the WPA’s activity and School Commissary have been of the finest. 
Mr. Leavitt is soon to leave Natick, having enlisted in the U. S. Navy. 
Probably no man ever did a better job in any department than he. 
Always cooperative and always ready to listen to any one needing 
help in his Department. The Town’s loss will be the Navy’s gain.

There were 185 automobile accidents investigated during the year 
which is 80 less than the previous year. Of these 61 resulted in per- 
sonal injuries. 

During the year two fatal motor vehicle accidents occurred in 
Natick, resulting in as many deaths, being one more than in the year 
1941, which are summarized as follows: 


On February 18, 1942, an elderly male operator died as a result of 
his automobile colliding with another vehicle and running head-on 
into a pole on Union Street, near Morse Lane. 


On May 9, 1942, a boy passenger, age 16 years, died as a result 
of injuries received when the stolen automobile in which he was 
riding struck a tree on North Main Street, near Pine Street. 


Remarks 


Inasmuch as more than 10,000 gallons of fuel oil per year are 
required to heat the Police Building, it is now apparent that con- 
version to coal will be necessary. Negotiations have already been 
made to secure a priority to purchase and install a coal stoker, which 
should solve the problem of maintaining proper heat for the occu- 
pants of the building, including the Court quarters and Report Center. 


May I urge that a concentrated effort be made to expedite the 
prosecution of the law suit now pending at the Middlesex Superior 
Court brought by the Town against the Aetna Casualty and Surety 
Company to recover damages due to the faulty cast stone used in the 
construction of the Police Building in 1938. 

In conclusion I wish to thank those who have assisted me and 
co-operated in the work of the department.

Remarks 


BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS 


Central Station 


The building is in good condition, the outside trim has been 
painted the past year, also the front of the station has been re- 
modeled by replacing the four small doors with two large doors mak- 
ing it possible to house the new larger apparatus. The rear section 
of the building has been insulated and a marked improvement has 
been accomplished in the heating of this section. I recommend that 
the apparatus floor be refinished this year and some painting be done 
throughout the rest of the building. 


Felchville Station 


The building is in fair condition, the rear section of the roof has 
been shingled the past year. There has been a domestic hot water 
system installed including a shower bath, greatly improving condi- 
tions in the station. The apparatus floor should be replaced soon 
but due to conditions I do not deem it advisable this year. 


South Natick Station 
The building is in very poor condition. I would not recommend 
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that any repairs be made upon the present building, but believe 
steps should be taken in the near future to replace this station with 
a new building. 


APPARATUS 


In the past year there has been delivered a. new 750-gallon 
Pumping Engine and a 65-foot Junior Aerial Ladder Truck, both 
built by the Seagraves Corporation. Engine No. 3 has been replaced 
with a new Dodge chassis in January. There has also been put in 
service a new 500-gallon Pumping Engine No. 4 purchased under 
Civilian Defense. 


Engine No. 3 was placed in the Felchville Station and Engine 
No. 4 in the South Natick Station, replacing the Combinations No. 1 
and No. 2 by a 500-gallon pump in each station, the Combinations 
being placed in the Central Station. 


The Public Welfare Department transferred to the Fire Depart- 
ment their International Truck, which has been rebuilt and equipped 
as a Forest Fire Truck. 


Engine No. 2 is now twenty years old, while in need of some 
repairs I do not feel it would be advisable to expend any great sum 
on it at this time, but feel that this piece of apparatus should be re- 
placed when apparatus again becomes available for cities and towns. 


I have recommended in my budget that a Chief’s car be pur- 
chased this year and equipped with radio to work in conjunction 
with the Police radio system. 


FIRE ALARM 


Due to the war restrictions on material we were unable to secure 
a priority for new wire. We replaced 4,400 feet of old iron wire with 
No. 10 copper wire on Union Street from the hospital to Broads 
Avenue, South Natick, this wire being on hand at the beginning of 
the year. 


All circuits were gone over, necessary repairs made and all slack 
wire was tightened. There is still much wire which is in very poor 
condition most of this is iron wire which is in use for about twenty 
years. 


The circuits have been rerouted in many districts to allow for 
some new boxes to be added and also to relieve the longer circuits 
which were greatly overloaded. 


The indicator at the Felchville Station was replaced by a tape 
machine, a much more positive machine for transmitting alarms. The 
circuits from outside entered by way of the tower and through the 
station to the fire alarm room. They were routed around the station 
and entered through a conduit to the fire alarm direct. 


All changes in the system was done upon recommendation of the 
New England Fire Insurance Rating Association, in their recent sur- 
vey of the Fire Department. 


An attempt should be made this year to receive priorities to pur- 
chase wire to replace some of the iron wire which is in very poor 
condition. The indicator at the South Natick Station should be re- 
placed by a tape machine as the indicator is very old and not reliable. 


When the war emergency is over a program of extension of the 
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fire alarm system should be undertaken as there is much of the new 
property in the town that is not protected by adequate fire alarm 
boxes. 


CIVILIAN DEFENSE - 


There has been an Auxiliary Fire Department, of 40 members, 
formed under this program, which we desire to increase to 80 mem- 
bers in the immediate future. These men have received a course of 
instruction in the fundamentals of fire fighting. 


Under this program there was purchased a 500-gallon pumping 
engine, a 400-gallon front mount pump for Combination No. 2, a 400- 
gallon front mount pump for the Forest fire truck, 2000 feet of 2% 
inch hose, 500 feet of 1% inch hose, an A. C. lighting generator, coats 
and helmets for 40 men and many small appliances. 


The Federal Government has allocated to the Town of Natick, 
three 500-gallon skid units, three 500-gallon trailer units, one 500-gal- 
lon front mount pump, 2800 feet of 2% inch hose, 1400 feet of 1% 
inch hose and 35 coats and helmets. These units are to be installed 
on available chassis. 


In conclusion I wish to thank you and all those who have assisted 
me in any way throughout the year. I wish to thank the Merchants 
in the Town who have cooperated so willingly in following our sug- 
gestions in regard to fire hazards as a result of our routine fire 
inspections. 


I also wish to thank the officers and men of the Auxiliary Fire 
Department, who have sacrificed much of their time in attending 
drills and instructions to complete the course in fire fighting.

Gentlemen: 


The following report of my work for the year 1942 is respectfully 
submitted. 


Contagious disease cases requiring quarantine and supervision 
this year numbered 1893. For this period 56 cases of scarlet fever 
were reported—all cases occurring the early part of the year. Most 
of these cases were mild, and 29 were quarantined at home. ‘The 
other 27 cases were hospitalized, and showed a very small percentage 
of complications. 


Measles cases reached epidemic numbers during the early fall 
and winter. Reports to our department showed adequate medical 
care and proper supervision of contacts. 


We are still able to report no diphtheria cases. Free Immunizing 
clinics were held in conjunction with the school department this year, 
as usual. The stress placed by us on the early immunization of 
infants has resulted in a much smaller percentage of children enter- 
ing school without this protective treatment. 


Daily health inspection is continued at St. Patrick’s School dur- 
ing the school term. Home visits were also made as part of our 
contagious disease control. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


During the past year seven new cases of pulmonary tuberculosis 
were reported to our department. Of these cases four received 
Sanatoria care at Middlesex County Sanatorium, and one at the Rut- 
land State Sanatorium. At Middlesex County four other pulmonary 
cases continued treatment, one girl continued treatment at North 
Reading State Sanatorium, and one girl was transferred to the Mid- 
dlesex County Sanatorium from North Reading Sanatorium. One 
case of non-pulmonary tuberculosis remained in Lakeville State 
Sanatorium until December of this year. 


The Out-Patient Department of the Middlesex County Sana- 
torium examined 27 new suspect cases at their Diagnostic Clinic, and 
31 contact cases were x-rayed during the year. Discharged patients 
numbering 22 received supervision at Middlesex clinic, five cases are 
under the care of private physicians, and four are checked by the 
U. S. Veterans Bureau. 


No deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis were reported during the 
year. One patient was readmitted to our Sanatorium for treatment, 
and one was discharged as non-tubercular. 


The fund raised by the sale of Christmas seals. enabled us to 
send four girls to Health Camp for two months this summer. ‘These 
girls were chosen from our underweight susceptible group between 
the ages of 11 and 16 years. 
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CHILD HYGIENE 


The total number of registrations at our Well-Child clinic this 
year was 334. Of this number 189 were infants under seven months 
and the remaining number were between the ages of seven months 
and two years. During the year 15 infants were visited in their 
homes. 


Babies attending our clinic receive periodic physical examination 
by our attending physician, and mothers are given advice on formulas 
and supplementary diets. 


Any child found ill or with defects requiring treatment are 
referred to their family physician or to clinics for advice.

Report of the Milk and Dairy Inspector

Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my report as Milk and Dairy Inspector for the 
year ending December 31, 1942. 


Seventy-five licenses to sell milk and cream in Natick were 
issued during the year. Local dealers, 8; outside dealers, 21; stores 
and restaurants, 47; pasteurization, 8; oleomargarine, 12. 


During the past year the amount of milk and cream produced in 
Natick was much less than in previous years owing to the fact that 
four of our local dairies had gone out of business. 


Approximately 5,300 quarts of pasteurized milk was sold in 
Natick daily. Included in this amount was about 200 quarts of Grade 
A milk, skim and butter milk. A small amount of homogenized and 
certified milk was also sold daily. About 250 quarts of pasteurized 
cream was sold daily during the year. 


Our main supply of milk comes from dairies in surrounding 
towns with car milk coming in from Maine, New Hampshire and 
Vermont. 


All local dairies were inspected and scored as required by the 
State Milk Control Board. Outside dairies were inspected by their 
local inspector or by the Milk Control Board. 


Each month samples of milk were collected from the various 
farms and milk trucks and examined in the laboratory. 277 samples 
were examined during the year.

The examination included the determination of fat and _ total 
solid content, and the gross and microscopical examination of the 
sediment for the presence of dirt, cells and excess numbers of bac- 
teria. Of the 276 samples, one was slightly deficient in butter-fat, 
and all were satisfactory in total solid content and in the tests of the 
sediment. 


All dairies supplying milk to the Town averaged well above the 
minimum standards for milk, both as to chemical constitution and 
cleanliness.

Gentlemen: 


The annual inspection of all neat cattle, sheep, swine and goats 
was postponed by the Division of Livestock Disease Control Board. 


During the year a number of cattle were shipped into Natick 
from out of State on permit from the Livestock Disease Control 
Board. These animals were examined and released and reports made 
to the Livestock Disease Control Board. 


During the year a number of dogs were examined on complaints 
for various reasons. All dogs bites are reported to the Health De- 
partment and the Division of Livestock Disease Control Board. Dur- 
ing the year 85 dogs having bitten one or more persons were placed 
under quarantine for the regulation period of 14 days after which 
they were examined and released. 


During the year nine persons received the anti-rabic treatment 
having been bitten on the face or neck. Out of the nine cases six 
were bitten by unlicensed dogs and the expense for the treatment 
borne by the Town. The remaining three dogs were licensed and 
the expense paid by the County. 


During 1942 three hundred and ninety-three dogs were im- 
munized against rabies. There has been no cases of rabies reported 
in Natick during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC 
WELFARE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Natick: 


We respectfully submit herewith a report of the Public Welfare 
Department, for the year ending December 31, 1942. 


GENERAL RELIEF OR TEMPORARY AID 


At the annual Town meeting the sum of thirty thousand dollars 
was appropriated for this division of relief. This sum represented a 
figure of nine thousand dollars less than was appropriated in 1941, 
and fourteen thousand dollars less than the sum appropriated in 1940, 
but in spite of such a reduction the amount was just a little short of 
meeting the needs of the department, due to the increase in employ- 
ment because of the war, and the efforts of the Board members to 
reduce costs. 


The increase in employment did not make itself felt as much as 
was expected until the latter part of the summer and the early fall. 
For this reason the relief costs did not really begin to decline to any 
large degree until after that time. The Board members feel that 
during 1943 the cost of maintaining this division of relief should be 
very small. 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


As was expected early in the year the costs of maintaining this 
division of relief increased during 1942. During the year 1941 the 
Massachusetts Legislature passed a bill increasing the amount to be 
paid in many cases receiving Old Age Assistance from $30.00 per 
month to $40.00 per month effective May 1, 1942. 


Also during 1942 the cases not eligible to receive this increase, 
had to receive slight increases from time to time to meet their 
budget requirements, in most instances due to the increased cost of 
living. 

The Board members devoted much time to the division of Old 
Age Assistance during the year in an effort to see to it that recipients 
of this Assistance were treated fairly and received the amounts to 
which they were entitled under the law. Much credit is due to the 
Social Workers and the members of the department for their efforts 
in clearing up the confusion that existed in the minds of recipients 
shortly after the law became effective on May 1, 1942. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


During the year 1942 the cost of this division of relief increased 
to some extent also. As in the case of Old Age Assistance, it also 
comes under state and federal supervision. At different times dur- 
ing the year budgets were increased upon the recommendations of 
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the State Department of Public Welfare, due to the rapidly increas- 
ing cost of living. Fatherless children must be treated well in order 
that they may be allowed to grow up to become good citizens and 
the Board treated every case with this thought in mind. 


FOOD STAMP PLAN AND COMMISSARY 


In 1941 the costs of maintaining both the Food Stamp Plan and 
the Commissary amounted to forty-six hundred dollars. In 1942 we 
were able to operate them both at a total cost of less than twenty- 
five hundred dollars. This was due largely to the Board’s refusal to 
allow the money to be spent only when it was very necessary. The 
savings made, are an excellent example of what can be done in the 


way of saving your tax money, when the brakes are really applied - 


to foolish and unnecessary expenditures of money for things that can 
be got along without. 


ADMINISTRATION OF ALL DIVISIONS OF RELIEF 


During 1942 the operating costs of all divisions of relief that are 
under the supervision of this Board were reduced materially. This 
was accomplished by the Board’s continual refusal to allow purchases 
to be made of anything without the Board’s approval first being 
granted, and oftentimes failing to approve the purchase of supplies 
which we felt the Department could get along without. 


This is not a criticism of any employee of the department but it 
is a criticism of previous Boards for failure to supervise the buying 
of supplies, which would, over the years, have saved the taxpayers of 
Natick thousands of dollars. 


The total expenditures of this department for the year 1942 
amounted to approximately one hundred ninety thousand dollars for 
all forms of relief and including administration. Of this sum one 
hundred and twenty thousand dollars was appropriated by the Town 
of Natick and the PAASe was contributed by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 


Out of the one baited and twenty thousand dollars appropriated 
by the Town of Natick it is anticipated that about fifty-six thousand 
dollars of that sum will be returned and go into the Excess and 
Deficiency Fund of Natick from the State, and other cities and towns 
for aid rendered to citizens residing in Natick but either having no 
legal settlement, in which case the State pays Natick for their care, 
or persons having legal settlements in other cities or towns in the 
Commonwealth, in which the city or town in which they have legal 
settlement, returns to Natick the amount of the care or assistance 
which we granted to them. 


The total cost to the taxpayers of Natick of maintaining this 
department for the year 1942 does not exceed sixty-five thousand 
dollars, and when it is realized the amount of good that is accom- 
plished with that money in the way of relieving suffering and want 
among persons in need, the amount in dollars and cents is almost 
insignificant. 

It is the hope of the members of this Board that during 1943 
records will be maintained of all costs and monies spent by this 
department during 1943, in such a manner that they may be entered 
in the 1943 report of this department in a manner that will be easily 
understood by all. 


We wish at this time to extend our sincere thanks to all the 
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relief agencies, the Clergy of all faiths, and to all department heads 
and members for their assistance and co-operation during the year.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
I herewith submit the following report for the year 1942. 


There are three civil actions pending in the Middlesex Superior 
Court for alleged injuries, due as plaintiffs say, to defects in the 
sidewalks. 


I represented the Town’s interests in a Writ of Mandamus, heard 
before the Middlesex Superior Court. 


One tax appeal before the Appellate Tax Board was settled. 
Three others are pending. 


On April 7, 1939, the Town recovered from the administrator of 
the estate of a recipient of old age assistance, the sum of $540.80. 
The Supreme Court in a later ruling held that to be illegal on the 
part of a town, court differentiating between general relief and old 
age assistance. Administrator sued Town and got judgment for 
recovery of the money. Town now has a special act in Legislature 
seeking to be reimbursed to extent of two-thirds of amount, from 
the State, that being the State’s proportionate share in. the transac- 
tion. 


Have drawn up and executed deeds, wherein Town was Grantor 
or Grantee. 


Approved Bonds. 
Held conferences with various Town Departments. 
Prepared several leases for the various Veteran’s associations. 


Attended several meetings of the Finance Committee, and was 
duly impressed with the thoroughness, impartiality and acumen of its 
deliberations. 


I have been consulted with reference to the legal aspect of 
numerous problems, and have rendered oral and written opinions 
upon a variety of subjects.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


December 31, 1942. 
To the Citizens of the Town of Natick: 


The first year of the Global War finds the educational system of 
our country adapting itself to changed conditions. Radical changes 
in accepted curricula have had to be made, the better to fit the 
coming generation of Americans so that they may cope with not 
only our problems but also those problems which will eventually 
confront the world with the bringing about of a successful peace. 


Natick has not faltered, in fact we are among the leaders of 
those school systems which have recognized the necessity of a change 
from preparation for the battles of peace to those of war. Many 
changes have been made and are now in process, particularly in 
our Junior and Senior High Schools; changes too numerous to 
mention in detail. 


Emphasis is being placed on practical training rather than the 
so-called formal education which for the duration has been relegated 
to a position of secondary importance. More stress is now placed 
on Manual Training, Household Arts, Sciences, and Physical Educa- 
tion in an effort to prepare our youth for industry as well as the 
physical hardships to come. Courses in First Aid, Nursing, Radio, 
Mechanics, Current Events, and Consumer Education are given more 
time and effort. The teaching personnel, under difficulties never 
encountered before, has risen to the emergency. In addition to 
regular teaching, the difficult and arduous task of handling ration 
cards, books and details pertaining to this work has been cheerfully 
and patriotically performed. Some Sundays and holidays as well 
as evenings have been sacrificed as part of the teachers’ contri- 
bution to the war effort, and during the week these various measures 
have been carried on with very little disadvantage to the pupils. 


Many changes have taken place in the teaching corps and in 
positions made vacant by teachers who have entered the armed 
forces. 


In June we regretfully accepted the resignation of Clifford R. 
Hall as Superintendent of Schools, bringing to a close his service 
of fifteen years in the school system of the town—two years as 
principal of the Senior High School and thirteen years as Super- 
intendent of Schools. Mr. Hall served the town well. He was not 
satisfied to confine his efforts to the duties of his official position, 
but gave of himself unstintingly to every worthy cause for the better- 
ment of local conditions and matters of nation-wide importance. 
When Clifford R. Hall left us to take a position of larger scope in 
his chosen field, Natick lost a worthwhile citizen and your com- 
mittee takes this opportunity to express to him the gratitude of the 
town and to wish him success in his future efforts. 
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During the year Miss Louise Ullrich, principal of the Felchville 
School, retired after a service of thirty-two years in that position. 
Faithful and loyal service should not be accepted just as a matter of 
course. We wish to recognize with appreciation the long service of 
Miss Ullrich as a teacher in our schools. Her influence cannot fail 
to have been impressed upon many of the present and future citizens 
of the town. We wish her many years of happiness in her retire- 
ment. 


In choosing a successor to Mr. Hall as Superintendent of Schools, 
the committee felt confident that in the selection of Mr. E. Davis 
Woodbury, then principal of the Senior High School, the administra- 
tion of the Natick ’school system would be in good hands. He became 
Superintendent at a difficult time, but is meeting the problems as 
they arise with understanding and judgment which justifies the con- 
fidence of your committee. The superintendent’s report which fol- 
lows and is a part of this, sets forth in detail the difficulties which 
have had to be met and the methods employed to overcome them with 
suggestions and plans for the future. We commend it to your atten- 
tion. We do not wish to end this report without expressing approval 
of the improved efficiency of the Senior High School since the seven 
rooms have been added and placed in use. It is fortunate that we 
have the facilities so sorely needed at a time when they can be used 
to the utmost advantage.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
NATICK, MASSACHUSETTS 
1942 


To the School Committee: 


I herewith submit my first report as superintendent of schools 
of the Town of Natick. 


Introductory 


It is the purpose of the administration to train and to develop 
all youth under its supervision not only mentally but physically and 
morally; to develop and maintain character to the end that every 
child through our educational program will become a true, loyal, and 
better prepared American citizen—a citizen true in the realm of 
democracy and in the realization of the freedom, the importance, and 
the honor of being a part of this great country of ours. 


Our Schools and the Nation’s War Policy 


Upon all of us, teachers, pupils, parents, citizens of this great 
country, lies the responsibility of ultimate victory for our nation in 
this war which has engulfed the entire world. The very foundations 
of our government, our democratic way of life, our educational insti- 
tutions, and our industries are being tried and burdened as never 
before. The immediate aim of all should be to work, to give, and to 
sacrifice so that this freedom that we have known may be handed 
down to our children and the children of other nations of the earth. 
It is up to us as members of the world’s greatest organization, the 
United States of America, to put our shoulder to the wheel, and to 
bolster the walls upon which rests the future of our country. We are 
being led now by some of the greatest statesmen history will ever 
know. Let us speak well of the efforts of our government and its 
leaders. 


In the words of Paul V. McNutt, Chief of the War Manpower 
Commission, education is today the shortest distance between two 
points, one being our nation, a contestant in the greatest war of all 
history, and the other being VICTORY. Educational leaders and 
institutions can help to shorten this distance. It is true that never 
before have been assembled such vast energies, resources, materials, 
and men to carry this country and other Allied Nations from the 
position of contestant to that of victor. The many industries of the 
country maintain “training within” programs, the armed forces con- 
duct training institutions, but it is within the walls of our schools and 
colleges where the real basic training is found and where the better 
the job is done, the shorter the road to victory. “There are many 
forces in this contest, but truly there is none greater in size or poten- 
tialities for service than the educational force of aproximately 
33,000,000 pupils and teachers, eager and willing to do everything in 
their power to serve their country in time of need. 
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Our country has asked that we, as educators, that the youth of 
our schools, and that our institutions as a whole help in this great 
struggle; and each has responded, financially, physically, mentally, 
and spiritually; moreover, if there is any further way that we may 
help to prepare our youth for their immediate or distant future, we 
will do so. At present there is a war to be won. Our country has 
never failed us and it will not do so now. 


Educational Activities 


General 
1. Elementary Schools 


The customary good instruction has continued throughout all 
grades and departments in our elementary schools. Continuous 
supervision at fairly regular intervals shows that teachers and admin- 
istrators are continually dealing with our youth with definite aims 
and purposes in mind. A testing program particularly adapted to the 
lower grades has been formulated and inaugurated so that with the 
testing programs in the junior and senior high schools, a complete 
pupil-history, at the time of graduation from senior high school, will 
be available. Such a picture will naturally help in aiding a pupil to 
find himself, and, with the help of his teacher, to choose his course 
of study in the public school, a vocation, or the educational institu- 
tion of higher level that he should attend. Whether it be in the 
teaching field or in the general field of business, it is a fact that there 
is constantly an effort being made to improve not only one’s self, but 
to improve methods of procedure, thereby obtaining more efficient 
and better results. That various things have always been done in a 
certain way is no assurance that the particular way in question is the 
best. Teachers, principals, and the superintendent always welcome 
suggestions and new ideas which after due consideration are weighed 
with existing methods and which, if found worthwhile, are tried out. 
As a result, no year passes without a gain in some direction. 


From the very beginning of elementary schools in America we 
find that the main composition of education consisted of the three 
R’s, reading, writing, and arithmetic, reading of course coming first 
in the natural order. Its worth is immeasurable; therefore we may 
say that it has always received first consideration. Many methods 
of teaching reading have been devised and tried; and as a result of 
some dissatisfaction, the more determined are educators to better 
the procedure. For the first time in many years a special helping 
teacher has been assigned the duty of aiding various pupils with 
their reading and arithmetic. Although this program has been under- 
way only a short time, it is believed that it will be invaluable. 
Emphasis is also being placed on safety education, correlated with 
the various subjects. Particularly during this present crisis is it 
necessary that youngsters understand as far as possible the precau- 
tionary measures necessary for all members of the community. 


2. Junior High School 


The junior high school is so instituted that it can do, and is 
doing, good pioneer work. This institution, dealing with children at 
the beginning of adolescence, carries them over the crucial period 
when the integration of their personalities with worthwhile projects 
is essential. It tends to interpret the needs of modern civilization and 
to help every child under its supervision adjust himself, to achieve as 
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far as possible socio-civic efficiency, to maintain mental and physical 
health, to create good will, and to make worthy use of leisure time 
as well as to emphasize those components of all subjects most closely 
related to the individual’s present and future activities, interests, and 
needs. Some adjustments in keeping with the social and civic changes 
as well as with the country’s war policy have been necessary during 
the past year. Excerpts from the report of the junior high school 
principal explaining various improvements and adjustments are 
quoted here. 


“The systematic educational progress of pupils in the Junior 
High School is the result of intelligent planning based on the needs 
of the pupils. The essay type of examination, on which the pupil 
writes at length about a topic, is gradually being replaced by new 
types of examinations which measure adequately what they are sup- 
posed to measure. These new types of tests reduce to a minimum 
the writing required by the pupil and also eliminate any chance of 
biased judgment on the part of the teacher, since these tests are 
scored by using a standard key. We have for a number of years 
used the Pribble-McCrory Diagnostic Tests in English Grammar, 
The Otis Classification Tests, The Iowa Silent Reading Tests and 
more recently the Sangren Woody Reading Tests and the California 
Tests of Mental Maturity. For selected groups of boys, the Detroit 
Mechanical Aptitude Test and The Bennett Mechanical Comprehen- 
sion Tests have been used. 


“These tests have been used for three purposes: diagnostic—to 
find the weak points, that we may drill and improve; achievement— 
to find the level the pupil has reached, to assist in placing him where 
he can work to the best advantage; aptitude—for the discovery. of 
special talents and scholastic aptitude. The results of these tests are 
not considered ends in themselves but rather information or data 
that will help the teacher in improving the instructional program and 
help the pupil in acquiring necessary habits and proper learning pro- 
cedure. 


“School people often wonder how it happens that a boy who 
never appeared to do well in his studies goes out into life in com- 
petition with his fellows and makes a better than average showing.’ 
The answer is obvious. There are things which are being learned, 
most important things, that through the older types of examination 
we were unable to measure and were hardly aware of, such as: 
ability to get along with other members of the group, leadership 
qualities unrelated to learning from a book, a willingness to attend 
to the thing at hand and give full cooperation. These are but a few 
of the ways of living that transcend mere book learning. Present 
world conditions are making us increasingly conscious of these fac- 
tors and our new responsibilities as teachers. 


“In keeping with the changing times is the change in emphasis 
taking place in many of our school subjects particularly mathematics 
and science. A new practical mathematics course has been added to 
the ninth grade program of studies, and eighth grade science has 
been lengthened one period with the content matter completely 
reorganized.” 


3. Senior High School 


The modern senior high school is an institution where the final 
preparing and molding of the majority of our youth takes place 
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before their entrance into the vocational field or schools of higher 
learning. Within our school, experiences and sources of information 
are provided which tend toward a full development of the student as 
an individual. Educators on the secondary school level have con- 
stantly attempted and have succeeded in building a curriculum in 
keeping with the times in an effort to provide sound basic and prac- 
tical training which will be of benefit to the individual student 
whether he is preparing to enter college, whether he goes directly 
into industry upon graduation, or whether he leaves school in his 
sophomore or junior year. Recently, due to the present position of 
our country in world affairs, high schools all over the nation have 
practically become induction centers for our armed forces. It is, 
therefore, a natural conclusion that the better prepared our youth 
are both mentally and physically, the greater the possibility they will 
have of returning to us. 


You will find here extracts from the report of the senior high 
school principal which I am certain will aid in making clear the recent 
changes and purposes of our school. 


“Tn this time of world chaos it has become imperative for educa- 
tion to begin taking stock and to see wherein functional changes can 
be made for results that are vital now in war time and, above all, in 
the peace that is to follow. The inroads that public education has 
made can been seen by comparing the number of high school gradu- 
ates in the armed forces in World War I and in World War II. In 
the former, four per cent of the armed forces were high school 
graduates while today, forty-five per cent have that distinction. 


“How much these times have affected the high school and how 
the problems have been approached, at least partially, is immediately 
evident in a perusal of the following new courses inaugurated in 
September 1942: Health and Sanitation X, Nutrition and Practical 
Nursing XII, Navigation and Aeronautics XII, Vocational Mathe- 
matics XII, Radio Code and Theory, and Consumer Education XII. 
In addition, a course in Automobile Mechanics has been started for a 
limited number of boys. 


“An activity period of forty-two minutes has been set aside daily, 
at 11.35 A.M. This follows the fourth period of the school day and 
is used extensively by approximately sixty per cent of the students 
for participation in Boys’ and Girls’ Glee Clubs, Mixed Chorus, 
Orchestra, a course in Radio, Mechanical Drawing, Girls’ Gym, and 
Laboratory. The most vital point of all is that, for the first time in 
a number of years, the members of the chemistry and physics classes 
have an opportunity of doing individual laboratory experiments once 
each week by our scheduling a double period of eighty-two minutes 
for this work. 


“In the past a Demerit System was in vogue. Under this 
arrangement a pupil had no opportunity to wipe out marks of dis- 
credit when he was penalized for an offense. The system has been 
replaced by a positive method, called the merit system, of developing 
good character and recording the citizenship and social actions of the 
members of the student body. 


“The problem of advising senior boys has been complicated by 
Congressional action and the changing policies of the War Depart- 
ment. The drafting of eighteen and nineteen-year old boys has added 
greatly to the confusion in the minds of the students. By instigat- 
ing a plan of voluntary military drill and military science, it will be 
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possible to help with this problem. Contact has been made with the 
Commanding Officer of Camp Framingham, who has agreed to assign 
two noncommissioned officers to drill and to lecture on military 
science each platoon organized. This plan, that some pre- -induction 
program be developed in the secondary schools of the nation, is in 
keeping with the demands of the War Department. 


“For the first time in a number of years, the entire student body 
of the high school has been housed under the same roof. In Febru- 
ary, 1942, the sophomores, housed in the junior high school, were 
transferred to the rooms in the new addition of the high school. The 
opening day of the school year 1942-43 found the entire student body 
starting together for the first time since 1935. 


“Because of this, the sophomores may compete with the juniors 
and seniors in extra-curricula activities and participate in interscho- 
lastic athletic events. Greater stimulus and interest have been 
created; thus more valuable results from these activities have been 
obtained. It naturally follows that greater effectiveness of the vari- 
ous activities has been the result. 


“For a time our Class A rating was jeopardized because of the 
inadequate building facilities, but the renovation of the old section 
of the building and the addition of seven new rooms in two wings 
have been steps toward self-sufficiency. The addition includes a 
soundproof music room, a science lecture room, a household arts 
room and four class rooms. These rooms complete our physical set- 
up for the time being. Even with the added rooms the building is 
well populated every period in the day.” 


4. The Art Department 


In keeping with the approved modern methods of instruction, 
which emphasize provision for individual differences, stress has been 
placed during the past year on two major aims: to develop creative 
ability and expression of ideas, using drawing as a language in an 
attempt to get away from the tracing of patterns and the copying of 
pictures; and to learn some of the fundamental principles of draw- 
ing and construction which, when followed, will lead to greater satis- 
faction and self-confidence. The art teacher reports that the follow- 
ing phases of art education have been covered: color study, design 
study, object drawing, illustration, construction, perspective, letter- 
ing, commercial and figure drawing. It is believed that by the end 
of the sixth year a feeling of originality has developed. Art classes 
at the junior high level are being conducted in a very satisfactory 
manner with much thought and planning as to individual abilities and 
interests. The mechanical drawing classes at the senior high school 
are being continued and participated in with much interest and 
enthusiasm. Particular emphasis is placed on blue printing and map 
reading. Architectural and various machine problems are being 
studied by the advanced students. Opportunity has been given in the 
high school for students to study the field of art in which they are 
most interested. A number of projects have been assigned and com- 
pleted. Various points including: commercial art; figure drawing; 
lettering; illustrating; techniques of pastel, water color, pen and ink, 
etc.; cartooning; interior decorating; design; and color have been 
covered. With a basic knowledge of the advantages offered in the 
field of art, the pupils have the opportunity to do “a little of every- 
thing” in order to ascertain the field of art for which they are 
adapted. 
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5. The Music Department 


In the past few years, music in our school system has developed 
appreciable strength which, of course, is of interest to all, for prob- 
ably nowhere within the public school organization are there more 
possibilities for the training and development of the social and moral 
welfare of an individual as well as the leisure time activity of our 
future citizens. As in most things, the important factor in music is 
the quality of the work done, and it is important to note that with 
the renovation of the old high school building and the construction 
of the new addition, a very fine and effective music room has been 
developed which, of course, aids in the efficiency of instruction, pupil 
interest, and results obtained. 


The supervisor of music has reported that organizations such as 
the glee clubs, orchestras, and band, which are the apparent expres- 
sions of the department, have developed both in size and caliber, and 
that the frequent public appearances of these organizations continues 
to meet with much anticipation and favor. Yearly, the requests for 
the services of our various musical organizations increases, and it is 
with much pleasure that we have attempted to help the town in its 
many endeavors. 


The band at present is one of the centers of attraction and con- 
centration. Its membership has consistently improved in size and 
playing ability. The appearance of the band at our football games 
this fall was indeed inspiring and satisfying. .The new uniforms, the 
playing, the marching and the other innovations of this organization 
were surely gratifying to the administration and to the many citizens 
of Natick. It must be remembered that to equip an organization of 
the size and caliber of our band.requires a large initial outlay, as well 
as financial aid for the upkeep of the materials concerned. 


During the past year, the time spent by the instrumental instruc- 
tor in the elementary and junior high school was increased to five 
days per week; thus, enabling the supervisor of music to spend more 
time in the valuable task of supervision. The cooperative efforts of 
all should tend toward a realization of the aims and purposes of the 
department. 


6. The Physical Education Department 


In the past it has been necessary in some school systems to 
advance an argument to justify a program of physical education, par- 
ticularly for the senior high school. For the past few years in our 
own high school, physical education has taken the form of participa- 
tion in athletic activities or intra-mural sports for boys, due to the 
lack of an instructor, although instruction of physical education for 
girls was given three days per week to volunteers. The program for 
boys, on the whole, was unsatisfactory since comparatively few par- 
ticipated. The junior high school program, conducted by two physical 
education instructors, one for boys and one for girls, has continued 
on its regular high plane with its proportional distribution of athletics 
and gymnasium work, available to all students. 


In the elementary schools with the cooperation of all teachers, 
an organized game program has been developed for girls with the 
integration of rhythmic activities. A varied program has been devel- 
oped for the boys because of the different situation presented by each 
school, due to inadequate playgrounds or inside space for gymnasium 
work. A strong recess program has been stressed, consisting of 
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simple skills and games, and emphasis in the class room has been 
placed on game rules, posture and general health. 


Recently, due to the realization that many of our boys and girls 
will be going directly from the senior high school into the armed 
forces or industry, directly connected with the war effort of our 
Nation, plans have been completed and are being carried out to pre- 
pare our youth more efficiently before they become members of our 
armed forces or workers in industry. Emphasis is being placed on 
aggressiveness, strength, and endurance, particularly for boys. Such 
activities as calisthenics and body building exercises, jumping, wrest- 
ling, tumbling, climbing, and marching, tend to develop the necessary 
motor skills and neuro-muscular co-ordination. It is essential that 
every boy and girl in the high school participate in the program of 
physical fitness, as presented. The co-operation of the school doctors 
and nurse has already placed our program on a sound basis as 
periodic health examinations of all concerned will be made. Also the 
co-operation of our instructors, engaged in the teaching of biology, 
nutrition, safety, first aid and hygiene, should assure the success of 
this new undertaking. 


7. Athletics 


Varsity competition is naturally an outgrowth of our preliminary 
physical education program, for it is within this field of physical 
development that a realization of the possibilities of the human body 
is found. Good sportsmanship and team competition are first exper- 
ienced in our elementary schools where such inter-school sports as 
basketball, track and baseball are conducted. Evidence of team play 
and competition is realized at the junior high school level where we 
have pupil participation in the following sports: football, basketball, 
hockey, track and baseball. Careful observation of results in intra- 
mural athletics at the junior high school is made, and after basic 
fundamental skills are learned and physical development warrants, 
the pupil is allowed to participate on the varsity level for inter- 
scholastic competition. 


Athletics in the senior high school have consisted in the past of 
football, basketball, hockey, track, tennis, golf and baseball for boys; 
and archery, field hockey, volley-ball, horseback riding, basketball, 
skiing, soft ball, and badminton for girls. During the past year 
because of the lack of facilities, pupil interest, transportation and 
finances, it was found necessary to eliminate track and tennis from 
our sports program. However, the best all round athletic record in 
many years was realized, in that the hockey team finished second in 
league competition, and the baseball team won its place as a finalist 
in the Eastern Massachusetts Division. The competition in the 
Eastern Massachusetts Division involved Class A and B teams with 
the exception of our school which is a Class C team, this being a 
significant fact in itself. The basketball team tied for second place 
in the Bay State League. This fall the football team achieved the 
enviable record of winning nine out of ten games and at the same 
time winning the Midland League championship with five wins and 
no losses. It is the present policy of some schools in our Common- 
wealth, as well as other schools in the nation, to curtail their sports 
program for the duration of the war. However, the aim and hope 
of the present administration is to continue, as far as possible, our 
athletic program as in the past, based upon the belief that such a 
program is beneficial to all and that the spirit developed from com- 
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petition and contact-sports is an essential part in our country’s war 
effort. 


8. The Health Program 


The good health of our youth is basic to a successful nation, and 
since the schools of this country make up the only organization that 
is in touch directly with practically all children, it is a foregone con- 
clusion that the public school system should include in its program 
efficient and significant health procedures. As a result, one of the 
main objectives in education is the surveillance and correct develop- 
ment of physical, mental, and emotional health. A physical examin- 
ation is made of every boy and girl at least once a year to ascertain 
defects, 1f any. Numerous clinics are held to eliminate these defects, 
to maintain general good health, and to prevent disease. At the 
annual Diphtheria Clinic, under the combined supervision of our 
board of health and school department, two hundred children were 
given Toxoid treatment. The Dental Clinic, sponsored by the Visit- 
ing Nurse Association, operates five mornings per week and cares for 
approximately a thousand treatments yearly. Through the gener- 
osity of the Natick Catholic Woman’s Club, fifteen tonsillectomies 
were performed during the past summer; and through a fund set up 
by the Natick Teachers’ Association, twenty-two children received 
eye examinations and glasses. All children entering the first grade 
were examined at the annual Summer-Round-Up Clinic. Through 
the co-operation of the school doctors and nurses, a class in Mother- 
craft is conducted at the junior and senior high schools; and this 
year at the senior high school, a course ‘is being conducted in prac- 
tical nursing and nutrition. 


With the exception of two epidemics, whooping cough and 
measles, the general health of children throughout the town has been 
very good. 


Use of School Buildings 


Due to the national emergency, it has been necessary that all 
school buildings be used to a great extent for the purpose of aiding 
our government in the present emergency. It is only natural that 
the building receiving the most use be the one centrally located, the 
Senior High School. During the past year this building has been in 
constant use from early morning until late at night, practically every 
day in the week. The Junior High School also has received its share 
of use as well as many of the elementary school buildings. Various 
defense units have been set-up in school buildings, and during the 
past year, hundreds of citizens have regularly made use of these 
school facilities. It is indeed fortunate that they are available. 
Courses in Americanization, in First Aid, in Radio, for Air Raid 
Wardens, for Auxiliary Police, and for many others have been pre- 
sented. Meetings of various groups vital to the country’s defense 
have been held. All of this naturally adds to the general cost of 
maintenance. The cost of fuel, light, telephone service, and sup- 
plies has increased considerably over last year as well as the added 
cost of making these facilities available to the public day and night; 
but is it not worth this comparatively small amount to have a com- 
munity that is prepared and ready? 


Recommendations 


For many years now, we have had a nursery school program 
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sponsored by the federal government and under the direction of the 
school department. This project has indeed been very beneficial to 
the town. It seems logical to assume that something should be done 
to care for children between the age of five and their entrance into 
the first grade. In other words, if a kindergarten were established 
and the nursery school were continued, it would be possible for a 
child to begin his educational activities at the age of three years and 
be under constant supervision and educational instruction until the 
completion of his public school education at the age of approximately 
eighteen years. A kindergarten for the children of this town is 
surely worth serious consideration. 


From past experience, people now realize the importance of post- 
war planning. For many years we have recognized the need of 
replacing some school buildings in the town. It is suggested that a 
survey be made of school buildings, that plans be formulated, in 
co-operation with plans of other departments of the town, so that 
immediate procedure on projects may take place at the end of the 
war as an aid to correct demobilization of our armed forces. Such 
future planning will naturally tend to conserve and to eliminate waste. 


The need for a full-time guidance director whose work would 
include the junior and senior high schools is today recognized by 
outstanding educators, businesses and the state and national govern- 
ment as an important part of the secondary school curriculum. Such 
a person would of necessity need to be a specialist in his knowledge 
of vocations, occupations, and avocations, as well as being an individ- 
ual of outstanding character and personality. The opportunities as 
set forth in the professional field, the fields of industry and business 
are today very numerous. The more help and guidance that we may 
give our young people while they are under our supervision, the more 
opportunity they have for success. 


Other recommendations include a public address system for the 
senior high school, the surfacing of school yards, building of a cement 
sidewalk in the rear of the senior high school building, and the 
rebuilding of two elementary school driveways. 


Conclusion 


During the past year the relationship of the schools of America 
to their state and national governments has been much in evidence. 
Possibly no other group could accomplish or even attempt the tre- 
mendous job of draft registration, rationing of various materials, and 
the numerous other duties that have been performed to aid our 
nation. People sometimes have the misconception that education is 
of minor value during war time, but it is now more than ever import- 
ant that centers of learning be maintained and that schools become 
the centers of community service. The employees of the school 
department have given gladly of their time and effort for the benefit 
of all and cheerfully accept any new responsibilities that may be 
asked of them. We shall continue to do our best and pledge our- 
selves to the continuance and progressiveness of our educational 
system.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The Morse Institute has throughout the year 1942 maintained its 
schedule of service without curtailment of any of its services to the 
public. 


The scarcity of oil has not troubled us for we have a coal 
furnace with automatic stoker. We have been able to keep the 
Library open and comfortable the ustal number of hours. Also, 
owing to our inside shutters only a minimum of effort has been 
necessary to meet the requirements of the present “dim out” regula- 
tions. In these two respects we are more fortunate than many of the 
Libraries in the State. We were, and are, prepared to meet the 
eventualities of the air raids that we hope will never come. 


The drop in circulation is the natural result of the war effort. 
Most of our young men have been taken into the armed services. 
The men and women at home are busy with civilian defense, defense 
work and Red Cross activities. With most of them time for reading 
is very limited. Still there is a steady demand for books on the war, 
the warring countries, the coming peace plans and shop practice, 
aviation, and mathematics. 


Unlike the colleges, war makes no changes in our work with the 
students. This October according to schedule, instruction was given 
the Sophomore class in the use of the Library, and every Wednesday 
morning during the school year books were taken to the scholars of 
the Junior High school by two of our assistants—one from the adult 
and one from the Young People’s department. Naturally the refer- 
ence work must be done here at the Library which makes the refer- 
ence room a very busy place on school days. 


Miss Loomer’s report follows: 


If our past year’s efforts were to be judged wholly from the 
statistics compiled, the conclusion might be drawn that many of our 
activities and contacts had been curtailed but such is not the case. 
Our visits to the schools in September showed the children keenly 
interested in the books we presented to them. However, like their 
parents the children are feeling the stress of the times and have 
fewer moments for quiet reading. 
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All classes from the Nathan Rice, Lincoln, Oak Grove and Bacon 
schools visited the department in the spring for instruction in the use 
of the Library. We are very grateful for the fine co-operation the 
schools show in our work with the children. The usual collections 
of books are sent regularly to the schools and the weekly visits to 
Junior High have continued. 

A summer reading plan and contest brought an interesting 
response, and the weekly story hour conducted by Mrs. Frye has its 
regular patrons. 

Book Week this year was limited to a display of the new books 
in the children’s room with posters and books jackets adding attrac- 
tiveness to the collection. 

Covering a period of about three months, classes for Girl Scouts 
were held once a week. Eight girls completed their Readers, Book 
Finders and Bibliophile badges. 


Report of the Branches 


In common with the other departments of the Library the gross 
figures of the branches show a loss. The Young People’s Department 
of North Natick stands out as having a gain of 190.

The Red Cross continued to carry on its production department 
in the basement of the Library building. The sewing and giving out 
of wool was done in the Trustees’ room. It was possible to use other 
space for storage, packing and shipping the finished garments. 


On the first Tuesday of each month a small room on the second 
floor has been serving as a committee room for the Executive Board 
of the Natick Woman’s Club. 


During the Christmaas vacation when the school buildings were 
not heated the Trustees extended the hospitality of the Library to 
Mrs. Riker’s Americanization classes. 


Natick responded with enthusiasm to the Victory Book Cam- 
paign which is sponsored by the American Library Association, the 
Red Cross and the U. S. O. Your librarian was chairman for Natick 
by virtue of her position in the Library, but the work was done by 
her very efficient committee and our janitor. Mrs. Edwin Mahard 
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was chairman of publicity and it is to her we owe the fact that all 
our posters were advantageously displayed and deposit stations ar- 
ranged for. Mrs. Harrison Pfeiffer was chairman of collection, and 
with her committee did strenuous work. Some of the donors brought 
their books direct to the Library, but at least half of the books were 
collected by the committee from homes and deposit stations located 
in different stores. 


Sorting and packing more than 4,000 books was the work that 
Mrs. Arthur Ramsdell did as her contribution to the campaign. It 
was a tremendous task that could not have been done without a 
thorough knowledge of books and days of hard work. We sent 3,175 
books to the men, and have 906 packed for women and children. 
During the drive, church and fraternal organizations donated $75.21 
which raised appreciably the percentage of new books in the boxes. 


The books were sent to the U. S. O. Club in Lowell; to Camp 
Edwards; to Fort Devens; to a Natick boy in New River, North 
Carolina; to Camp Framingham; and to the New England deposit 
library at Brighton for distribution to other sections. We worked 
without any funds from the Government, so without the cartons 
given by the Natick Box and Board Co. and the transportation 
furnished by the Seaboard Trucking Co., Hersey Service, Howe’s 
Express, The Spanish War Veterans and other friends who carried 
our books to their destinations they might still be in our basement. 


The Woman’s Auxiliary of the Edward P. Clarke Post 107 of the 
American Legion this year added two books to the three already 
given the Library. One was “Admiral Sims and the Modern Ameri- 
can Navy” by Elting E. Morison in memory of Mrs. Mary J. 
O’Regan and the other “Argentina, the Life Story of a Nation” by 
John W. White in memory of Mrs. Mary F. McDonald. Mr. William 
Cleland presented us with “The History of Middlesex County” in 
three volumes, edited by D. Hamilton Hurd and in December Mrs. 
Katharine McManus Healy of Wellesley presented the Library with 
William Richard Cutter’s “Historic Homes and Places and Genealogi- 
cal and Personal Memories Relating to the Families of Middlesex 
County, Massachusetts.” Thanks are also due Mr. Frank Brown, 
Mrs. Mary Duckworth, Miss Lavina Fittz, Mr. Gale Forbush, Miss 
Edna Mann and St. Patrick’s Book Club for books donated during 
the year. 


The flowers on our desk were supplied by Mrs. Horace B. Gale, 
Mr. Alexander Lucey, Mr. John McCarthy, Mrs. Hilda Sweet and 
Mrs. Harry Wright. 

The magazine list for 1942 remained unchanged except for “The 
New England Naturalist” which ceased publication for the duration. 

The magazines given us in 1941 were continued in 1942. To that 
list were added “Free World” given by Miss Emily Dixon, the “Sun- 
day New York Times” and “Pathfinder” by Mrs. Thomas Mulholland 
and “Catholic Digest” given by Judge and Mrs. Thomas F.. Quinn. 

The “Elks,” “Life and Health,” “Living Tissue,’ “National 
Humane Review,” “Rotarian” and Rosicrusian Digest” are still given 
us by their organizations and publishers. 

We are always glad to be able to thank Mr. and Mrs. Daniel 
Wight for their gift of the “Natick Bulletin” for binding. 

This year in addition to the usual courtesies shown us by the 
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Natick Bulletin and the Natick Herald we are very grateful for the 
space afforded the Victory Book Campaign. Without the newspaper 
publicity it would have been impossible to contact and to interest all 
the people who made our drive a success. 


My report would not be complete were I to omit mention of Mr. 
Swanson’s cheerful acquiescence in all our plans. Red Cross work 
and Victory Book Drive have added considerably to his work, and 
we do appreciate what he has done for us. 


With gratitude to the Trustees for their interest and support 
and to the staff for their loyal co-operation.

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REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSIONERS 


Your Park Department respectfully submits the following report 
of its activities for the year 1942. 


THE COMMON 


We had a very good spring and summer. The grass had to be 
mowed quite often. The sprinklers were used only a few times. The 
usual flower beds of zinnias, petunias and ageratum. Around the 
monument we had a large bed of salvias-with albysum. The baskets 
were filled with an assortment of plants. The four corners were 
filled with salvias, petunias and marigolds. Around the flag pole 
were salvias and petunias. The bond sale was a great success, the 
largest crowd of people that Natick has seen for some time gathered 
there to buy bonds. A flowering crab tree was donated to the Park 
Department by the Girl Scouts. We feel that the appearance of the 
Common for the season was a credit to the town. 


COOLIDGE PLAYGROUND 


There was about 40 yds. of screened loam, 150 Ibs. grass seed 
and 1% ton fertilizer used on the grounds and we had an elegant 
turf for the baseball season. This was rolled by the Public Works 
roller. But with the football practice it was left in a very poor con- 
dition. There should be another field for this purpose. Unless this 
is done it is useless to try and keep it in first class shape without 
going to a great expense. The field at Memorial Park should be put 
in condition for practice. A new flag pole near the entrance to the 
field was dedicated and presented to the Town of Natick by Super- 
intendent of Schools E. Davis Woodbury. The flag was donated by 
Robert H. Dunbar of the Park Department. 


DUG POND BEACH 


Mr. Charles Mathews, Jr. and Mr. James Farrell, Jr. were 
appointed life guards at the beach. These two boys did a very fine 
job. We also want to give them great credit for saving the lives of 
two young girls from drowning. The Red Cross under the super- 
vision of Mrs. Helen LaCross Wayland done very good work teach- 
ing the youngsters to swim and life saving. There was 60 yds. of 
sand hauled to the beach which was graded and put in good shape. 
The surroundings were kept clean and the grass on the bank kept 
mowed and raked. With a few more trees and grading it will be an 
ideal place for mothers with small children to enjoy the hot summer 
days. There is considerable repairs to be done inside bath house. 
The plumbing is in very poor condition. We would also like to 
request a small amount of money to continue the grading. 


OLD TOWN PARK 


The life guards appointed were James McEvoy and George Bar- 
nicle. We wish to give them credit as there were no accidents 
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reported. The grounds were kept in good condition by the Park 
Department. A new bubbler was placed at the beach. The Board 
of Selectmen erected a new cement light pole to replace the one that 
was decayed and unsafe. A new flag pole was erected and an 
enclosed honor roll which was dedicated and presented to the com- 
munity of South Natick by Frank F. Palis, chairman of the commit- 
tee. Funds were raised by the Auxiliary Police of South Natick for 
the pole and honor roll. South Natick should be proud of the part 
which they have taken. 


The other Town Parks were also kept up in first class shape. 


We wish to thank the other Town Departments, the Edison 
Light Company and citizens for their co-operation with the Park 
Department during the past year.

REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING 
COMMITTEE 


This year, for the first time in many years, the entire student 
body of the High School has been housed in the same building. The 
whole building, the renovated original structure and the new addition 
with its many facilities, has been efficiently used by the administra- 
tion and the high school pupils since the beginning of the school 
year. The seven new rooms, one an addition to the science labora- 
tory, one a soundproof music room, one an addition to the domestic 
arts department, and four regular classrooms are certainly used to 
capacity and are truly additions that have long been necessary. 
The modern sanitaries for boys and girls have been needed for many 
years, and compare very favorably with the most modern equipment 
in any school system. The athletic locker rooms, supply rooms, 
coachs’ room, and shower rooms, as well as the gymnasium have been 
redecorated and modernized so that we have an efficient and work- 
able unit. The new cafeteria certainly creates a healthy atmosphere 
and adds much to the pleasure of eating luncheons within the build- 
ing. 

It was indeed fortunate that the heating plant was large and 
efficient enough to care for the heating of both the original building 
and the new addition. It is believed that our present heating system 
will care for the entire building even in the coldest weather. All 
rooms, corridors and the auditorium have been redecorated, including 
new paint, whitening of ceilings, new light fixtures, linoleum covered 
floors and many new furnishings. The high school office has been 
remodeled and now contains a waiting room, a counter with file, and 
various other improvements which naturally tend toward elimination 
of wasted time and energy. 


Because of the fact that a few materials necessary to the total 
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completion of our building have been ordered for some time and have 
not as yet been received, it is necessary that the final work be carried 
on during the coming year. Last spring at “Open House” many cit- 
izens of the Town were present who were conducted on a tour of in- 
spection by high school students. The building has always been used — 
as a civic center, but recently due to the war emergency it has been 
used much more extensively. 


Unable to purchase as much land in the rear of the building as 
desired, the committee recommends that some time in the near 
future money be appropriated to care for the purchase of such land 
and buildings as well as the necessary grading of said land which 
shall be determined necessary to complete a large modern auditorium, 
gymnasium, and parking space. 


We are, however, pleased to present to the Town a remodeled 
and modernized Senior High School building, a structure that com- 
pares very favorably with buildings in many of the surrounding 
cities and: towns, and one which should serve in most respects the 
needs of our youth for some time to come.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN PLANNING BOARD 


January 4, 1943. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The work of the Planning Board has been affected by the war 
conditions like all other agencies during 1942. 


The rapid extension of housing developments during recent years 
has been first curtailed and more recently discontinued entirely, due 
to scarcity of building materials and the limitation orders of the War 
Production Board. 


The Planning Board held hearings on two plans during 1942 as 
follows: 
Oakdale—resubdivision at Cleveland Circle 
Lakewood—Section B—(partial layout) 


Both of these were approved with minor changes. It is expected 
that these and other plats previously approved will be extended 
rapidly when building is again permitted after the war. 


At least one other prospective development has been held back 
for those better conditions. 


The policy of securing the road and drainage construction has 
been continued with an effort to broaden the opportunities open to 
the developer. 


The proposed organization of the Public Works Reserve seemed 
to offer an opportunity to improve the financial program of the town. 
Its present inactivity will delay the chance to obtain such an orderly 
capital outlay based on studies made of the ability of the town to 
carry added taxes. 


The annual town meeting of 1942 accepted the recommended 
changes in names of ten streets which duplicated others in the town, 
and thus eliminated some of the confusion. 


The Planning Board has favored the establishment of a town 
gravel pit east of Oak Street by the Department of Public Works. 
The agreement provides that this usage shall leave the land in con- 
dition for use as building sites. 


The board received a petition in June asking for a change in the 
zoning of the land north of Worcester Turnpike and east of North 
Main Street so as to permit its use by the Bayside Flying School for 
the instruction of cadet flyers. 


A public hearing on this was held on July 7 with a good attend- 
ance, representative of the area in question. 

The concensus of opinion was that previous experience with a 
flying field at this location during existance of the Natick-Wellesley 
Airport proved the project a definite disadvantage to the town and 
a means of depreciation to property in this section. 
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The Planning Board submitted a formal report to the Selectmen 
on September 15, 1942 and no further action was taken, due to pro- 
hibition of all civilian flying east of North Grafton by U. S$. Army 
authority. 


The board are working on a review of existing regulations to 
bring them up to date in anticipation of activity to come after the 
war is ended. 


It is gratifying to find that the Natick Building Code has already 
included several of the items advocated following the disastrous 
Cocoanut Grove fire. We hope that continued checking will not only 
avoid such hazards but keep abreast of the new construction mater- 
ials and methods known to be sound and desirable in the new housing 
to come. 


We express our thanks for cooperation wherever shown during 
the past year.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


The Trustees have pleasure in submitting their report for the 
year ended December 31, 1942. 


The year 1942 has again set a new record for the Hospital—the 
daily average number of patients being 50. At times this meant over- 
crowding and often a waiting list, but we are happy to report that 
all emergencies were met. 


The number of admissions reached the all time high of 1820, com- 
pared with 1656 in 1941—an increase of 164, of which 151 were private 
room cases. In keeping with the increased birth rate general 
throughout the United States, the Leonard Morse Hospital recorded 
345 births, 48 more than last year. 


At times it was most trying to handle this greater volume of 
cases due to the many changes in personnel and difficulties in secur- 
ing sufficient help on account of the war time situation. Yet every 
department functioned successfully, despite the increase in practically 
every type of service. The current trend seems to be an indication 
that the hospital requirements of our community may be expected to 
grow year by year. This is a phase to which the Trustees already 
have given considerable thought. 


The relatively slight increase of $.17 in the cost per patient, 
which increased from $6.53 to $6.70 under abnormal conditions, is a 
splendid testimony to the economies being practiced at all times 
without curtailing service to the patient. It may be seen that the 
cost per patient has not mounted in proportion to the increased cost 
of materials, supplies, accessories and payroll expenditures. 


The buildings in general are in good repair, with the exception 
of the roof of the Maternity Wing. This must be attended to in the 
very near future. Small repairs and replacements have been made 
in routine manner. The Operating Suite was painted this year at a 
small cost by the employees. 


The possible disruption of electric service from any cause pre- 
sented a disconcerting problem. The safety and comfort of the 
patient requires, at all times, the operation of the heating boilers, 
sterilizers, X-Ray, pumps and lights. Due to the uncertainties of 
existing conditions, the Trustees felt that every precaution should be 
taken. After a thorough study, a 3-phase 220-volt 5000 watt power 
gasoline driven unit was purchased. This has been installed to be 
used in emergency. 


Your attention is called to the Treasurer’s Report, which shows 
that for another year the Hospital has been able to pay its expenses 
from its income. This, of course, is due largely to the money received 
from the Chickering Fund and other Funds, which has enabled the 
Trustees to carry on without an appropriation from the Town since 
1921. While the report shows a cash halance, it will be reduced 
materially when bills are presented to cover previous contracts. 


The work of the Ladies’ Aid Association, so ably conceived and 
so efficiently accomplished, continues to be an exceptional contribu- 
tion to our community. Cooperation of this type is most reassuring 
and we gratefully acknowledge our appreciation to this splendid 
organization of our townswomen. 
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The Catholic Woman’s Club continues to be a great help to 
many families by arranging for Tonsilectomies, the expense being 
borne equally by the Hospital and the Club. 


We are proud of the recognition of the Hospital by the American 
College of Surgeons, which has approved the institution again this 
year. Also, we are happy to report that the Department of Public 
Health gave its approval, after conducting a survey according to the 
new State Law governing hospitals. The high standard required for 
these approvals reflects the ability and efficiency of our Superin-. 
tendent, Miss Cameron, and her able assistants. 


The Hospital is prepared for any emergency, as attested by a 
surprise inspection by the Regional Director of the Public Safety 
Committee. The Superintendent was commended by this official for 
the complete blackout equipment and organization. The set-up was 
to be recommended to other hospitals. 


It is with profound regret that we note the death of Dr. William 
J. Cochran on August 29, 1942. Resolutions expressing the Trustees’ 
appreciation of Dr. Cochran’s helpful service and advice were spread 
upon our records and a copy sent to his family. 


Mr. Patrick E. O’Connor of 7 Grant Street was appointed to fill 
the vacancy on the Board caused by the death of Dr. William J. 
Cochran. 


The complete roster of the Staff appears on the previous page. 
The main dependence of our Hospital in its manner of operating is 
based on the advice and service of our Superintendent and Visiting 
and Consulting Staffs. We extend to them our heartfelt thanks for 
their generous and unselfish cooperation, which has been manifest 
in no small degree throughout the year. 


Several changes in the Staff and personnel of the Hospital will 
be noted—many members now being on active war duty in parts of 
this country and other countries, still administering where their ser- 
vices are most needed. We are proud of the honor they have brought 
to the institution and sincerely hope for their safe return to us soon. 


We realize that the war presents a definite challenge to the 
adequacy of hospital service and facilities. However, we are facing 
it unafraid, because we have every confidence that our loyal and 
efficient personnel, encouraged and supported by an understanding 
community, can cope successfully with any situation that may arise. 
We are certain that we can guarantee that our Hospital will meet 
the most exacting of requirements. 


_The many acts of kindness and generosity shown the Hospital by 
individuals and organizations, acknowledged in the Superintendent’s 
Report, are greatly appreciated by your Trustees.

To the Board of Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital, 
Natick, Massachusetts. 


I take pleasure in presenting the forty-fourth annual report.

The year has brought us unusual, and in some respects difficult 
experiences, arising out of the National Emergency. However, they 
have not affected the purpose of the Hospital; which is to provide 
the best possible care, hence the report will have much similarity to 
that of previous years. 
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A strict war economy philosophy will naturally prevail in all 
operations during the coming year. Replacement of equipment will 
of necessity be considerably less than last year as it will be impos- 
sible to get certain items even if we were not working on a strict 
war economy basis. New equipment will be limited to the needs of 
the emergency and those of the Operating Room. The organization 
has endeavored to care for the needs of the public during war time 
and all possible steps have been anticipated to this end. 


Hospital Staff © 


The Active Medical Staff during the year has developed and 
adopted standards that again provide the best of medical and hos- 
pital care for our patients. 


Seven of our doctors from the Active Staff have gone into the 
Armed Forces besides several more from the Courtesy Staff. 


Dr..Michael Burke and Dr. Leonard Rowe, who retired in 1939 
as members of the Active Staff have volunteered to help out while 
our staff doctors are in the Armed Forces. We welcome back both 
Dr. Michael Burke on Surgical Service and Dr. Leonard Rowe on 
Medical Service. Since their retirement from Active Service, they 
have carried on their own private practice. 


This past year we lost one of our devoted and pioneer doctors,— 
Dr. William J. Cochran, who served the hospital well and kept in 
close contact with the hospital the entire forty-four years of its 
existence. Dr. Cochran was also a member of the Board of Trustees 
up until the time of his death. It seemed fitting that he should spend 
his last days in this institution among his many hospital friends and 
medical associates. 

His son, Dr. Joseph Cochran is carrying on the family name as a 
member of our Active Surgical Staff. 


Nursing Service 


Since the beginning of the war, eleven nurses employed here 
have left our hospital to enter the Armed Forces. Five of these 
nurses were our own Leonard Morse Hospital Graduates. Our best 
wishes and good luck to these young women! 


Anticipating that this nursing condition would continue for an 
indefinite period, we have had older married nurses come back for a 
refresher course to prepare them to return to active nursing. A 
number have already returned to fill in the vacancies. With these 
older nurses plus our own graduate floor duty nurses and the affili- 
ates from the Household Nursing Attendants’ School in Boston, we 
are able to carry on and still give efficient nursing care. 


The Ladies Aid Association of the Hospital have formed an 
Emergency Committee which can be called upon to function in the 
hospital where and whenever needed. 


Up to the present time, replacement of nurses who have gone 
has been possible so that our number still remains at the required 
level but for how long we do not know. 


Other members of the hospital personnel have gone into defense 
plants and this has involved a succession of new personnel. In each 
change it has meant employing persons advanced in age as we can- 
not compete with industry with its demands for young labor and 
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higher wages. Consequently, if our service is not in every way the 
meticulous care it has been in the past, our privilege to extend,—if 
some of the small attentions must be overlooked,—I know we can 
count on our friends to co-operate and bear with us in these critical 
days which we are facing. 


Record Room 


Miss Marion Kelsey, our Record Librarian resigned after twelve 
years of service. Miss Kelsey was responsible for organizing this 
department and to-her a great deal of credit is given for our Medi- 
cal Records being kept up to the standard required by the American 
College of Surgeons. 


Miss Anne Hamilton, Secretary and Assistant Record Librarian 
has replaced Miss Kelsey. Miss Hamilton being assistant Record 
Librarian for four years was well qualified to take over the position. 


Miss Hamilton’s former position was filled by Miss June Ham- 
ilton. 


The Record Room is one of the most important departments in 
the hospital. The increasing demands for copies of records by insur- 
ance companies and court cases involves a great deal of extra work. 
In this department the patients’ records receive their final completion 
and are filed away as permanent records of the Hospital. 


Dietary Department 


Miss Beulah Phillips, our head dietitian, retired after twenty- 
three and one-half years of faithful service. Her absence is deeply 
felt, not only by the hospital personnel, patients and doctors, but by 
the entire community where she made many friends. 

Miss Lillian Bickford, very able assistant dietitian, resigned two 
months before Miss Phillips to accept another position. We regret 
her departure but happy for her in her advanced position which we 
know she is capable of filling. 

Miss Marion Whittier fills the position vacated by Miss Phillips. 
Miss Whittier was born in Natick and attended the Natick schools, 
graduating from Simmons College where she majored in Home 
Economics. Later she continued another year in post-graduate work 
at the University Hospitals in Cleveland, Ohio. 

_Miss Mary Finneran graduated from Regis College where she 
majored in Home Economics and she replaced Miss Bickford as 
assistant dietitian. 

With these well trained young women we know the same careful 
consideration will be given the dietary department as far as it is 
humanly possible to do so. 

Considering the constant changing of personnel and rationing of 
foods, it is quite an undertaking. 


X-Ray and Laboratory Department 


The X-ray department has had a very busy year. Dr. Folke 
Wicklund our Roentgenologist has entered the Armed Forces and is 
temporarily replaced by Dr. Robert Vance. 


Miss Claire Shea resigned as Assistant Laboratory and X-ray 
Technician and was replaced by Miss Margaret Glencross who 
majored in Chemistry at Simmons College.

Miss Dorothy Burke, our head Technician has been with us four 
years. 


The Laboratory and X-ray Technicians alternate month about in 
each department and in this way efficient service can be given in 
both departments. 


Our Pathologist, Dr. Reuben Schulz, has demonstrated why a 
competent Pathologist is necessary in a modern hospital and through 
his efforts our laboratory work has grown. 


The total amount of work done during the year will be found 
in the Statistical Report. 


Maintenance and Repairs 


Fifteen rooms and corridor were painted at the Nurses Home as 
well as the classrooms and entire basement. 


The entire Operating-Room Wing was painted as well as four- 
teen private rooms, four wards and corridors including all service 
rooms on second floor. Four rooms and bath were painted in the 
Maids’ quarters. 


A new Auxiliary Lighting System was installed. 


The Boiler Room was painted and the plumbing renewed in the 
main return pipes to the boiler room and all catch basins were 
repaired. 


Two new store rooms were built in the basement of the hospital. 


The Maintenance Department is a busy place at any time but 
will be busier with repairs this coming year as we will be unable to 
purchase any new equipment and the old must have frequent inspec- 
tions in order to keep things in good working order. 


Blue Cross 


During the past year an increase was noticed in the number of 
Associated Hospital Service Cases. 


Twenty-one percent of our patients were Blue Cross. The Blue 
Cross plan enables one to protect himself and his family against the 
burden of unexpected hospital bills. 


It is a non-profit organization. Information on the “Blue Cross” 
or “Blue Shield” can be secured by contacting the hospital in person 
or by writing us for information. 


Leonard Morse Hospital Nurses Alumnae Association 


The members of the Alumnae have been most co-operative and 
helpful. A number of these nurses have assisted in different depart- 
ments of the hospital during vacations and illness. To these nurses, 
I wish to extend my sincere appreciation and thanks. Five members 
of this association are now in the Armed Forces. 


Leonard Morse Hospital Ladies’ Aid Association 


Mrs. Lewis Whipple, our very able President of this Association 
retired from office this past year. Mrs. Whipple still remains a 
member of the Board, so the former pleasant relations and assistance 
still exists. Mrs. Thomas Quinn, who has always been a very active 
member of the Association has succeeded Mrs. Whipple as President. 


It is indeed a pleasure and a comfort to have such a fine group 
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of women united together in the interest of their hospital. The 
Superintendent appreciates their untiring efforts and generous dona- 
tions. 


The year’s report of this very active Association will be recorded 
elsewhere in this Annual Report. 


Catholic Women’s Club 


The Catholic Women’s Club for years has sponsored the Tonsil 
and Adenoid Clinic. Eleven patients received treatment during 1942.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


We present herewith the twenty-second annual report of the 
Commissioners. 


Highway Division: 

In the absence of any new street construction this Division has 
had more time to attend to the general repairs, maintenance and 
drainage of the streets. 


The new snow loader, purchased in the fall of 1941, has far 
exceeded our expectations and has proved its usefulness, as in its 
operation it requires very little additional labor. Under the old 
method of snow and ice removal much valuable time was lost in pro- 
curing, at short notice, the large number of laborers required, espec- 
ially during the present scarcity of labor. 


There are many unaccepted streets which have been dedicated to 


the public with the street lines well defined and bearing very heavy 
traffic, which, if accepted, would involve little or no land damage. 


We firmly believe that the property owners on such streets 
should be entitled to receive all the benefits possible. 

Such streets, if accepted, could be improved and maintained with 
very little additional cost to the Town and would be a decided benefit 
not only to the property owners on such streets but to the Town as 
a whole. 

We believe a program should be adopted, covering a period of 
years, whereby two or three streets could be accepted each year. 
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Water Division: 


During the year 68 new services were installed and connections 
made.
